T° CENSOR OR NOT to censor—that is a question Which 
crops up every few months in connection with the matter 
of children’s entertainment, whether it be in the medium 
of the movies, radio or comics, 

tecently a British Columbia library authority claimed that 
the banning of comics and other undesirable literature was 
futile, on the ground that such a process merely served to 
stimulate curiosity about them and led to undercover ac- 
quisition of the forbidden fruit, 

He, like many others, believes that children should be 
taught to read decent books and acquire decent tastes, then 
they would have less time and inclination for trash, 

FORUM FINDINGS 
UST A WEEK or so ago, representatives of the comic book 
publishers, radio and motion picture industries in the 
United States refused to accept the blame for the rise of the 
juvenile delinquency in that country. 

They took this stand at the forum sponsored by the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, at which the Bureau of Prisons 
director of the U.S. Department Justice assailed some of 
the more lurid comics as guide books to a life of crime. “And, 
if you're interested, 1 can document that statement,” he told 
his audience. 

While admitting that the comic book publishers had drawn 
up a code to cut down the more obnoxious publications, how- 
ever, he doubted whether any form of voluntary censorship 
would work. 

PUBLISHERS’ DEFENCE 

| 4OR THE OTHER side of the picture, the executive director 
Association of Comics Magazine Publishers de- 
fended the comics as innocent bystanders who often get blamed 
for misdeeds they didn’t do. He further that “crime 
comics are not pitched to children readers but to grown-ups,” 
and that most their readers are adults,

children’s forum, apropos films and radio contributed the 
thought that adults must quit being nostalgic for the programs
